The pattern for the President's 
speech was set a year ago at New 
Orleans when he told the Missis- 


pine scouts, fine fighters and 
equipped as well as our army was 
equipping anybody else at that 
time, Many of them were sons of 
men who had fought against the 
United States in the insurrection, 
but who had later been formed 
into the scouts. They were tough, 
hard, well-trained, and though 
there were only about half as 
many as the maximum permitted 
by United States law — 12,000 —I 
quickly saw that I had the nucleus 
of a good, proud, intelligent force. 


In addition to that force there 
were four small regiments of har- 
bor defense troops on. the four 
fortified islands at the entrance 
to Manila bay, and the Twenty- 
sixth Cavalry, which eventually 
was to fight as few cavalry units 
ever fought—and whose gallant 
horses’ flesh was eventually to 
sustain life in those of us who 
survived, 

There was another force in the 
Philippines at the end of 1940, 
This was the Philippine Army, 
then being trained under the di- 
rection of MacArthur. He had re- 
tired from the United States Army 
after his long tour of duty as 
chief of staff under Presidents 
Hoover and Roosevelt and had ac- 
cepted the post of commander in 
chief of the Philippine Army. 


MacArthur’s rank then was 
Field Marshal of the Philippine 
Army. With the aid of the Philip- 
pine Government’s Conscription 
Act he was slowly putting to- 
gether the army that was to take 
over the defense of the islands 
after the American forces with- 
drew in 1946 under the terms of 
the Philippine Independence Act. 


It was slow and tedious work 
for MacArthur, handicapped by 
lack of funds and equipment. Mac- 
Arthur was training two install- 
ments of Filipinos each year, de- 
voting five and a half months to 
each group. Their training was 
largely individual. There was not 
much field training for these men, 
nor any great deal of training in 
the use of weapons. In fact, it 
was not until the summer of 1941 
that any unit training was at- 
tempted, and that was only for a

Sealskins at First Postwar Auction 


Sell for Record $1,578,296 Total 


A record figure of $1,578,296 was 
realized in the first postwar no- 
ceiling sale of Alaska sealskins, 
conducted for the United States 
Government by the Fouke Fur Co. 
at its salesroom, Fourth and Mar- 
ket streets, today. The 23,40: 
skins offered by the Government, 
selling at that total figure, aver- 
aged a price of $67.43 a skin, which 
was 88 per cent over the wartime 
ceiling prices for comparable 
skins, and 40 per cent over the 
prices at the last no-ceiling sale 
in 1941. 

The highest price paid was $110 
a skin for a 30-skin lot; these 
skins, at ceiling prices, would have 
sold for $35.50. 

The Alaska skins sold were par 


‘of the 1948 catch of the Pribilc 


islands. The United States Gov 
ernment gets 80 per cent of the 
proceeds, the Dominion of Canada 
20 per cent. After the last of the 
Alaska skins had been sold, th 
sale of 4367 sealskins from the 


Cape of Good Hope proceeded, the 
proceeds to go to the Government 
of the Union of South Africa. 
About 300 blue and white fox furs 
were also to be sold. 


About 150 buyers were present 
today, including one from Belgium 
and one from Brazil. The buyers 
mufched crackers treated with a 
spread of seal’s liver paste, pre- 
pared by a Government diet 
kitchen which is trying to im- 
prove the diet of natives of the 
sealing region. 


The prices paid today were the 
highest on record in the sales held 
here, except for the year 1919, 
after World War I, when the aver- 
age price paid was $142 and the 
top price $188. The volume of 
sales then was much smaller than 
that of today.

To this task, he dedicated all 
the authority of his high office. 
Telling his Missouri 
that these two top problems heaa 
the list of grave tasks, he said 
that in 30 years of public office 
he had not shirked a responsibi- 
lity, and added: “I shall not shirk 
this one.” 

Pleading for co-operation of the 
American public, as well as Con- 
gress, he declared that the road 
to peace may prove more difficult 
than that to victory’'in war. 

“Can’t Stand Another War.”

NEW JAP CABINET 
NAMED: PREMIER 
PLANNING TO CALL 
SESSION AT ONCE 


Meeting to Be Called Be- 
fore Mikado Is Given 
Roster — MacArthur 
Cracks Down on Nar-

TOKYO, Oct. 8 (AP)—Premier 
Kijuro Shidehara completed his 
“safe and sane” government for a 
hungry, restless Japan today and 
planned the first meeting of his 
15-man cabinet immediately, even 
before reporting its roster to the 


Emperor—an unprecedented pro- 
cedure. 

The news agency Domei said he 
would outline the problems ahead 
for the new government, which 
most observers say cannot survive 
more than a few 1. onths. 

A new domestic trouble was 
added to Shidehara’s burdens to- 
day—strikes, More than 6000 
Korean coal] miners in the Yubari 
mine near Sapporo, Hokkaido, 
have struck, Domei said and the 
“unrest seems to be spreading’ to 
an adjoining mine Cause the 
strike was not announced 


Full Demobilization Near. 

Allied headquarterg said final 
demobilization of: Japanese troops 
in the home islands was only a 
matter of days. Noting that nearly 
2,000,000 Japanese service men had 
put down their arms as of Oct. 1, 
American authorities said com- 
plete deactivation of the Japanese 
army was expected by the middle 
of this month, as scheduled. 

United States officials oversee- 
ing the demobilization said they 
were completely satisfied with 
progress to date. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur mean- 
while called for a full accounting 
of stocks and production of nar- 
cotics, asked for a sweeping in- 
ventory of Japan’s chemical in- 
dustry and allowed a 25-day period 
for completion of previously- 
ordered reports on health. 

Composition of Cabinet, 

Acceptance by Adm. Soyemu 
Toyoda of the Navy portfolio 
completed the new cabinet—all, 
said Secretary Daisaburo Tsugita, 
likely to meet with MacArthur's 
approval. Tsugita also predicted 
that “another new cabinet will be 
formed by political party men 
when a majority party comes out 
of the general elections” next Jan- 
uary. 

Baron Shidehara drew heavily 
on parliamentarians—and untried 
liberals—to make up his new gov- 
ernment. Average age of the new 
ministers is 61. The roster (in- 
cluding five holdovers from the 
previous cabinet): 

Premier Shidehara, 73 years old, 
career diplomat tackling his first 
big domestic job. 

Foreign Minister Shigeru Yo- 
shida, 67, a holdover who had op- 
posed the militarist clique.

Although the new government 
probably will be allowed to get 
its bearings in office before it 
receives further Allied orders as 
sweeping as MacArthur's “free- 
dom” directive which upset the 
former cabinet, it already has two 
deadlines to meet: 

Political prisoners must be re- 
leased by Oct. 10 and reports on 
removal of “thought police” and 
repeal of liberty-restricting laws 
are due by Oct. 15. 

Cautious Start. 

Shidehara made aie cautious 
start on his pressing problems by 
taking two and a half days to 
complete his cabinet. He told 
interviewers he had been out of 
domestic political affairs for so 
long that he would depend heavily 
on poltical advisers—yet he 
avoided selecting men considered 
responsible for the war. 

Newly-nising liberal parties 
probably can draw only slight 
comfort from the makeup of the 
new government, however. It is 
predominantly politician, observ- 
ers noted—for the first time since 
1937—and its liberalism probably 
does not extend to the socialism 
professed by the more aggressive 
of the new parties.

German Nurse Testifies ‘Only Bodies Came 
Out’ of Nazi Murder Factory 
at Hadamar&é 


WIESBADEN, Germany, Oct. 8 
(AP)—A German nurse at the 
Hadamar hospital, testifying at 
the first mass atrocity trial in 


the American occupation zone, as- 
serted today that “only bodies 
came out” of the asylum, which 
the prosecution has described as a 
murder factory. 

Nurse Minna Zachow was the 
first witness to appear at the trial 
of seven Germans—six men and 
a woman—before a United States 
military court on charges of mur- 
dering more than 400 Russian and 
Polish slave laborers, women and 
children. 

German mental patients at Ha- 
damar were given poisonous tab- 
lets, and, if they survived, were 
given poisonous injections, she 


Judith Thomas, young former 
secretary at Hadamar, testified 
that death certificates were made 
out for slave laborers as soon as 
they arrived at the asylum. 

The trial was interrupted brief- 
ly by a German youth who cried 
out that 43,000 persons were killed 
at Hadamar. The youth, who said 
he had been an inmate at the 
asylum, was removed by guards 
and the court warned that further 
demonstrations would lead to con- 
tempt charges. 

Col. Leon Jaworski of Houston, 
Tex., in charge of the prosecution, 
said he would prove that none of 
the Russian or Polish victims were 
suffering from mental disturb- 
ances, . 

These people, he said, were mur- 
dered within a few hours after ar- 
riving at Hadamar and their bod- 
ies stacked in the cellar until com- 


mon graves were dug for 30 or 
40 victims at a time. 

At the outset of the trial, the 
court upheld the right of the Unit- 
ed States to try German civilians 
under international law for crimes 
committed against other Allied 
nationals—even before the occupa- 
tion of Germany. 

Asking for dismissal, the Ameri- 
can Army defense counse] chal- 
lenged the authority of the court 
on the ground that the crimes 
were committed prior to the occu- 
pation of Germany, that Poland 
at the time was a conquered na- 
tion subject to German law and 
that the Russians were not pro- 
tected under international law, 
since they were not signers of the 
Geneva convention. 

Col. Jaworski was upheld after 
he- warned that international law 
would become an “empty shell” if 
the charges were dismissed. He 
cited The Hague convention of 1907 
to which both Russia and Ger- 
many were signatories. 

In a heated challenge, the de- 
fense declared the prosecution’s 
argument was “very good from a 
moral standpoint, but legally no 
good.” It contended that the 
court, in upholding the charges, 
would be “establishing new law.” 

The defendants, all of whom 
pleaded not guilty sat ‘stolidly as 
proceedings opened in the court- 
room which was crowded with 
German civilians. 

Lord Wright, chairman of the 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission, was in the front row with 
Gen, Dwight D, Eisenhower's dep- 
uty, Maj.

Possibility 20 to 30 Years 
From Now Because of 


Strides in Science, Sen- 
ators Are Told, 


¢ 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
Dr. Irving Langmuir said today 
science is rushing forward so fast 


that within 20 or 30 years pushing 
a button might destroy every liv- 
ing being in the United States. 

Dr. Langmuir, a General EHlec- 
tric physicist, was a witness be- 
fore joint hearings of the Senate 
military and commerce committees 
on a proposal for broad federal 
aid to scientific development. 

Senator Fulbright (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, asked Dr, Langmuir 
whether he thought there might 
some day be mutual agreements 
between countries for inspections 
to determine that such terrible 
weapons as the atomic bomb are 
not being manufactured. 

“That ig the only way I can 
conceive of that our Government 
can be secure in 10 or 15 years,” 
the scientist replied. 

Russian science is booming, he 
declared, “and 10 or 20 years from 
now the Russians may be far 
ahead of us.” 

Tendencies in the United States 
are developing—he mentioned “the 
30-hour week” specifically—which 
Dr. Langmuir said threaten to 
“hold us back, although so far we 
have outdistanced Russia.” 

Perhaps within 20 or 30. years, 
he said, just pushing a button 
could destroy “not only our cities, 
but every man, woman and child 
in the United States.” 

No Defense, Witness Says. 

Replying to a question, Dr. 
Langmuir said there is no defense 
to the atomic bomb, other than 
destroying the means by which it 
is carried. 

Moreover, he said “there is no 
possibility of permanently keeping 
the secret of the atomic bomb.” 

A lead of “only a few years” 
over other countries is the most 
that can be expected, Langmuir 
said. He added: “The atomic 
bomb puts upon the proposed leg- 
islation an emphasis and urgency 
of a new degree.” 

Langmuir testified that now 
that the war is over, “the Rus- 
sian government places A-1 pri- 
ority on science.” He continued 
“T believe Russia is planning to 
embark on a program of scien- 
tific research and development 
greater than that contemplated by 
any other government.” 

Discussing Russia's scientific 
program, Langmuir gave this sum- 
mary: 

“The Russians give the impres- 
sion of being a strong, rough peo- 
ple with the spirit of pioneers. 
They are proud of their accom- 
plishments during this war. 

“They have a remarkable sys- 
tem of incentives. They have no 
unemployment. They have no 
strikes. They have a deep appre- 
ciation of pure and applied science 
and place a high priority on it.” 

Dr, ‘Isaiah Bowman’s Views. 

Langmuir and Dr, Isaiah Bow- 
man, president of Jones Hopkins 
University, both emphasized that 
America must not lag in the 
parade of scientific progress. 

“The war is not over, only the 
military phase of it,” Dr. Bow- 
man said. There is still need for 
preparedness in a world not yet 
gentled to the ways of peace, he 
declared. 

Stressing that Federal support 
for research must not méan po- 
litical control, he said: 

“Do not put the proposed na- 
tional research foundation in the 
category of just another Govern- 
ment Bureau. Do not open doors 
for easy appointment of untrained 
and worse than worthless em- 
ployes who may creep into posi- 
tions of control and attempt to 
pass themselves off as wise ad- 
ministrators who understand bet- 
ter than so-called fuzzy scientists 
how the job should be done.” 

Expert Advisers Urged. 

Senator Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 
proposed earlier that Congress 
hire scientific experts to keep it 
abreast of all atomic energy de- 
velopments. 

Lucas suggested that Congress 
set up a Senate-House committee 
with power to report out measures. 

“We ought to employ the best 
scientists we can get, outside of 
the government, to come in and 
act as an advisory group to such 
a committee so that Congress will 
know what is going on all of the 
time,” he told a reporter. 

The Lucas proposal varied in 
detail from a measure by Senator 
Vandehberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
which already has passed the Sen- 
ate but is hung up in the House.

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GREEN, AFL HEAD 10 Chosen as “Women of the Year’ 
For War Work, Civic Activities 


HAS NO PROGRAM 
FUR SETTLEMENTS 
WITHOUT STRIKES 


Murray Silent Now as 
CIO, as Well as AFL, 
Is Planning to Draft 
Suggestions for Labor- 
Management Parley.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 8—Opposi- 
tion to any additional govern- 
mental machinery for handling la- 
bor disputes was expressed to the 
Post-Dispatch today by Philip 
Murray, president of the Congress 
-of Industrial Organizations. 

He declined to discuss alterna- 
tive means for aiding the settle- 
ment of labor-management differ- 
ences before strikes occur, on the 
ground the CIO is preparing pro- 
posals along this line for presen- 
tation to President Truman’s la- 
bor-management conference in 
Washington Nov. 5. 

In Washington Saturday Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
wh- stated recently that “we need 
to find a way to establish ma- 
chinery to settle these differences 
before strikes occur,” told the cor- 
respondent that, while the AFL 
was giving a great deal of thought 
to the problem, he had not formu- 
lated any specific plan. 

AFL Council to Meet. 

The AFL executive council] will 
meet in Chicago next Monday and 
is expected to draft suggestions to 
be brought up at the President’s 
conference, 

Murray, interviewed at his 
home here, was asked this ques- 
tion: 

“In your opinion, as head of the 
CIO, what machinery should be 
established to settle differences 
between labor and management 
before strikes + occur?” 

He said at first he did not feel 
free to reply in view of the’ im- 
minence of the conference, but 
later said, stressing the word 
“governmental”: 

“There is enough governmental 
machinery at hand, and there cer- 
tainly i, no need for governmen- 
tal compulsion. Legislative enact- 
ments designed to establish com- 
pulsory arbitration will, I believe, 
be resented by both labor and 
management.” 

“When the Government at- 
tempts to take steps to compel 
people to do things in this field, 
then it is the first step toward 
totalitarianism and will undoubt- 
edly be resented by labor and em- 
ployers. 

“The only weapon labor ever 
possessed in history is the eco- 
nomic one, and it should be free 
to exercise its own good judgment 
in matters of that description.” 

Speaking in genovalities and at 
a time when reconversion was be- 
ing hampered by stoppages involv- 
ing a half-million workers, Murray 
said that “the whole question of 
labor-management relations is 
based on willingness to deal with 
each other in good faith.” 

“After the collective bargaining 
contract is executed,” he went on, 
“it should be the business of the 
contracting parties to see to it that 
the provisions are respected and 
lived up to. Management should 
recognize its obligations under 
the wage agreement, and the same 
goes for labor. Machinery should 
be provided in the agreement for 
orderly adjudication of all dis- 
putes arising out of it. 

Good Faith Needed, He Says. 

“Each agreement should incor- 
porate proper grievance machin- 
ery, so that there can be an ex- 
peditious handling of all disputes 
up to the point of voluntary arbi- 
tration. The most workable for- 
mula ever devised in the history 
of collective bargaining is the one 
which inspires good faith—each 
recognizing the other’s right to 
live in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the contract. Accept- 
ance of these principles by labor 
and management will do much to 
avert the possibility of work stop- 
pages.” 

Murray discussed at some length 
the rights of workers to organize 
and said that “much of the diffi- 
culty experienced in the field of 
labor-management relations grows 
out of the unwillingness of recal- 
citrant employers to recognize 
unions established in accordance 
with the wishes of the workers 
and the law.” 

These sentiments were much the 
game as those expressed by Green, 
who said that in his opinion there 
is “entirely too much shadow-box- 
ing” in collective bargaining. 

“For some reason,” Green said, 
“a large number of employers still 
are living in the past. They are 
opposed to collective bargaining in 
principle, and enter into it with 
mental reservations. The success 
of the process depends on the spir- 
it of frankness of the partici- 
pants.” 


PLEAS OF TWO DAIRIES TO USE 
UNINSPECTED MILK REJECTED 


Applications by the Pevely 
Dairy Co. and St Louis Dairy Co., 
Inc., for permission to use milk 
from cattle not inspected by health 
authorities have been denied, Dr.

In filing the applications the 
dairies claimed there would be a 
shortage of milk from now until 
December and said they needed 
the uninspected Grade C milk to 
produce additional quantities of 
buttermilk, skim milk, cultured 
skim milk, chocolate drink and 
cream.

AT HUDSON AND

Many Returning at Ford 
Detroit Plant but 
Windsor Employes Bar 
Power Workers. 


DETROIT, Oct. 8 (AP)—Two 
major work stoppages in Detroit 
ended today but in nearby Wind- 
sor, Ont., the strike of 10,000 em- 
ployes of the Ford Motor Co. of 
Canada, Ltd., took a more serious 
turn with the shutting down of 
the factory power plants. 

Returning to work in Detroit 
were employes of the Hudson 
Motor Car Co., the Kelsey-Hayes 
Wheel Co., and several thousand 
production workers of the Ford 
Motor Co, 

In Windsor, pickets who had 
permitted power plant workers to 
enter the Ford plant during the 
last three weeks, stopped them 
last night and toaay. Powerhouse 
employes had agreed when the 


strike began not to cross the 
picket lines whenever the produc- 
tion workers needed their support, 

Roy England, president of local 
200, CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers, said it would take from three 
to four weeks to start up the 
power units once the strike ends. 

The resumption of work in thé 
Hudson, Kelsey-Hayes and Ford 
plants in Detroit left the city with 
only a few minor labor disputes 
continuing. 

The Ford Motor: Co. began re- 
call of 50,000 workers laid off 
Sept. 14 in its plants throughout 
the nation because of a shortage 
of parts for new car production. 
Forty thousand of these employes 
are in the Detroit area. 

Production of new units was 
due to get underway at the Hud- 
son Motor Co. plant as 6500 work- 
ers began to. return. They had 
been made idle by a strike of 500 
foremen on Aug. 31. 

The 4500 Kelsey-Hayes workers 
also returned, ending a dispute 
that began Aug. 23 over union 
demands for reinstatement of 
four minor union officers who 
were fired for ejecting a foreman 
from the plant. 


UAW Files Petition for Strike 
Vote at Ford Plants. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers filed a petition for a strike 
vote with the National Labor Re- 
lations Board today, claiming a 
dispute existed at 51 plants of the

The union, in its petition to the 
NLRB, the Department of Labor 
and the War Labor Board, said 
that 21 issues were in dispute, 
involving principally wages and 
seniority. 

If the NLRB finds the petition 
to be in order, the strike vote 
would be held in 30 days, or No- 
vember 7.

WHISKY INTO OKLAHOMA 


Two men and a woman were ar- 
rested here yesterday by agents of 
the United States Alcohol Tax 
Unit on charges of having shipped 
nine cases of whisky to Oklahoma, 
a dry state, in drums labeled 
paint.

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RAISED AIRPORT 
AT UNION STATION 
HELD 100 RISKY 


Flying Hazards Great 
and Cost Prohibitive, 
Kinsey Says — In- 
eligible for U.S, Funds. 


- 


The proposal to build an elevat- 
ed airport near Union Station is 
not feasible under present condi- 
tions, the cost being prohibitive 
and .the flying hazards too great 
for commercial aviation, Milton M. 
Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Public Service and chairman of 
the Municipal Airport Commission, 
declared last night. 

Speaking in a radio forum, he 
said the city cannot afford the 
expenditure for a landing strip 
which would have to be elevated 
to the height of an eight or nine 
story building, and would require 
runways 150 feet wide and half 
a mile long. 

“We have asked the Civil Aero- 
nautics. Administration whether 
such a project might be eligible 
for federal financing in the event 
that funds for airports were made 
available by Congress,” he con- 
tinued. “We have been advised 
by the highest authority in the 
CAA that such a project is so 
speculative that they would not 
now permit it to become eligible 
for federal funds.” 

The limited service expected 
from such an airport would not 
justify its construction cost, and 
the hazards involved in using the 
elevated strip would be extreme, 
the commission was told. Kinsey 
added that, while the Navy can 
afford to take risks in wartime 
by using the decks of aircraft car- 
riers, commercial aviation cannot 
justify such risks, 

Turning to the subject of Colum- 
bia Bottoms, Kinsey said the city 
is definitely committed to develop- 
ment of an airport there. The 
County Planning Commission de- 
nied the city authority to develop 
another site in St. Louis county, 
he declared, and no one has yet 
been able to work out a feasible 
plan for the city to operate an 
airport in Illinois.

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SUPREME COURT REFUSES | 
REHEARING OF A. P. CASE 
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Action Reaffirms Decision That Associated 
Press Must Amend Bylaws on Admission 
of Members. 


CLEANER ROBBED

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court refused today 
to grant a rehearing on its deci- 
sion that the Associated Press 
must amend its bylaws affecting 
admission of members. 

The high tribunal, in a 5-to-3 
decision last June, affirmed a 
lower court finding that the by- 
laws restrain trade and thus vio- 
late the Sherman Anti-Trust Act. 
It directed amendment of the 
bylaws so as to prevent A. P. 
members from considering com- 
petitive aspects of an application 
for membership. 

The A. P., in asking for a re- 
hearing, contended among other 
things that to require opening of 
its membership was not an ap- 
propriate way to achieve objec- 
tives of the Sherman act. 

The Chicago Tribune and it. 
publisher, Robert R. McCormick, 
among the co-defendants with the 
A. P. in the department of jus- 
tice’s civil suit, also asked for a 
rehearing. 

The court also denied the Trib- 
une’s petition. 

The court, following its usual 
practice, gave no reason for its 
refusal to grant a rehearing. The 
single word “denied” simply was 
listed beside the case number.

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CARRIER POWER 
MUST BE KEPT UP, 
MITSCHER SAYS 


Force Should Not Be 
Neglected in Postwar 
Period, Vice Admiral 
Asserts. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Oct. 8 (AP) 
-—V. Adm. Marc A. Mitscher, dep- 
uty chief of naval operations for 
air, said today that our carrier 
supremacy should be maintained 
in the postwar period and de- 
clared that “carrier based air 
(power) is the present day me- 
dium for enunciating the prin- 
ciples of naval warfare.” 

(The Associated Press reported 
from Washington earlier that it 
had been learned that the Navy 
had drawn plans for its postwar 
fleet allocating a secondary role 
to aircraft carriers, It was said 
that battleship-minded top offi- 
cials had forbidden discussion of 
these postwar plans by the so- 
called “air admirals.”) 

In a speech before the brigade 
of midshipmen at the United 
States Naval Academy, which is 
celebrating its centennial this 
week, Mitscher, former comman- 
der of Task Force 58, said: 

“In seeking a basis upon which 
to establish the composition of 
the Navy of tomorrow... we 
must not for a moment lose sight 
of the fact that our carrier su- 
premacy should be maintained, 

“With the passage of time, there 
will undoubtedly appear weapons 
to challenge the carrier, but re- 
member this—we have proven the 
efficacy of carrier air power and 
until such a time as other weap- 
ons are proven to be superior we 
should not neglect the power that 
is carrier supremacy.” 

Mitscher told the midshipmen 
that “carrier based airplanes 
proved beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that air power and $ sea 
power are one and the same 
thing,” and that “it is upon this 
premise that your training as 
naval officers should be based.” 


NAVY MAPS LESSER 
ROLE FOR CARRIER

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.— The 
Navy has drawn plans for 
its postwar fleet allocating a sec- 
ondary position to aircraft car- 
riers, it was learned yesterday, de- 
spite the leading role played by 
naval aviation in both the Atlantic 
and Pacific theaters. The number 
of large carriers would be cut to 
under a third of the present 
total afloat or building, while the 
number of battleships would be 
reduced only about half. 

This would mean a peacetime 
carrier force of perhaps 10 car- 
riers of the 45,000-ton midway or 
CVB class and the 27,000-ton Es- 
sex or CV class, with probably a 
dozen battleships. 

Navy reports showed that July 
1 there were 20 CV’s afloat and 
nine under construction. In ad- 
dition, three CVB’s were being 
built and one has since been com- 
missioned. At that time there 
were also 23 battleships afloat 
and two building. 

Battleship-minded top officials 
have forbidden public discussion 
of these plans by the so-called 
“air admirals,” but some propo- 
nents of a larger role for naval 
aviation are hopeful that Con- 
gress will insist on hearing from 
the men who directed the carriers 
against Japan, such as Vice Adm. 
Mare Mitscher of Task Force 58 
fame. 

In the Atlantic, baby flattops, 
known as CVE’s and built on car- 
go ship hulls, were credited with 
beating the Nazi U-boat threat. 

In the Pacific, the carriers be- 
came capita) ships and all opera- 
tions were built around them. 
They spearheaded every major 
move in the drive toward Japan. 

When the war started there 
were only seven large carriers 
and 6000 navy pilots. The Japa- 
nese cut the number of carriers 
to three. By the end of the war 
there were two dozen large car- 
fers and 70 escort carriers, with 
55,000 navy and marine pilots. 

Compared with seven carriers 
for 600C pilots, the present peace- 
time outline calls for around 18,- 
000 naval aviators with only 10 
carriers. Training time at sea 
presumably would be reduced 
sharply from the prewar standard. 


New Navy Plane Has Sea-level 
Speed of 400 M.P.H. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The Navy has taken lessons from 
the Japanese to produce a fighter 
plane it claims is the fastest pro- 
peller-driven machine in the world 
at sea level. 

The F&F Bearcat has a sea-level 
speed of more than 400 miles an 
hour. The Navy says it combines 
the lightness, maneuverability and 
climb of Japanese planes with the 
power, armor and toughness of 
American fighters, and is superior 
to either in combat. 

The Grumman - manufactured 
Bearcat is a carrier-based plane. 
Its Pratt & Whitney double Wasp 
engine develops more than 2800 
horsepower with the aid of water 
injection, yet the plane is about 
3000 pounds lighter than the F6F 
Helicat with its 2000-horsepower 
engine. 

The Bearcat 
mounted 50-caliber guns and is 
equipped to carry bombs and 
rockets. Its extreme range is 
1500 miles.

LOTS BRING $30,100

County Court Gets Full Sum 
Due on Defaulted School 
Loan. 


The closing chapter in the 
Thumm school loan ‘case was 
written today when the County 
Court of St. Louis County sold real 
estate acquired through foreclos- 
ure for $30,150. 

On a 1939 school fund loan of 
$30,000 to Mr, and Mrs. Eugene C. 
Thumm, the county had received 


only $2315 when tne loan was de- 
faulted. Interest due amounted 
to $1100, and miscellaneous costs 
incurred since the property was 
foreclosed were $1214, making the 
county’s total investment $30,000. 

The unusually favorable market 
existing today enabled the county 
to come out very well. 

Some 70 Glendale lots with a 
frontage of 4000 feet were sold to 
Helen Burkart, a straw party. 
Identity of the real purchaser was 
not disclosed, 

Acting for the undisclosed pur- 
chaser, Franciscus-Maginn, Clay- 
ton real estate firm, presented a 
$2500 check as down payment and 
guaranteed to pay the balance in 
cash by Dec. 8. 

Oliver G. Vrana, Olayton real 
etatate man acting as agent for 
the County Court, last week re- 
ported he had received offers of 
$15,000 and $20,500 from persons 
interested in purchasing the prop- 
erty, and thought both would go 
higher, Sealed bids were accepted 
by the court today, and it devel- 
oped that the two parties had 
raised their bids to $30,150 and 
$29,800. The higher of the two 
bids was accepted, 

An investigation of the loan by 

the Prosecuting Attorney's office 
resulted in an indictment charg- 
ing the three members of the 
County Court with embezzlement. 
Named in the indictment were 
former Presiding Judge Clifford 
Corneli, the late Associate Judge 
Henry L., Mueller and Associate 
Judge Henry W. J. Rott. 
The indictment was based on a 
statute which provides that if any 
member of a County Court par- 
ticipates in disbursement of pub- 
lic funds for unwarranted pur- 
poses, he shall be deemed to have 
embezzled the money and con- 
verted it to his own use, 

The indictment alleged the 
Thumm loan did not conform to 
statutory requirements in that the 
property which secured the loan 
was not worth double the amount 
of the loan; the Thumms were not 
residents of St. Louis county, and 
the guarantors of the loan were 
not residents and did not own 
property worth the amount of the 
loan. 

In 1943, however, the indictment 
was quashed on a plea in abate- 
ment because former Circuit 
Judge Peter T. Barrett's instruc- 
tions to the grand jury which 
voted the indictment were deemed 
“highly prejudicial” and of such 
a nature as to “incite, arouse and 
inflame the minds of the grand 
jurors,”

Strong Committee Backing Indicated for Hi 
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Stand at London Against Big Three 
Dictating Peace. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Byrnes goes to 
Capitol Hill today to explain 
American foreign policy amid in- 
dications of strong backing for his 
stand at the recent London con- 
ference. 

Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, arranged to have Byrnes 
give the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee a peek into the background 
of the conference which broke up 
in an argument with the Russians 
over who shall share in writing 
the peace. 

Byrnes’s radio explanation last 
week seemed to assure him of 
widespread approval in legisla- 
tive circles for his demand that 
all the major Allies participate in 
peace discussions. 

In almost identical words, Sena- 
tor Hill of Alabama, the Demo- 
cratic whip, and Chairman Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, of the 
Senate Naval Committee, declared 
their support of Byrnes’s opposi- 
tion to Russian demands that the 
Big Three alone decide the fate 
of Europe. 


Hill and Walsh, who often rep-| 


resent widely differing views on 
foreign policy matters, told a re 
porter: 


“The position taken by Secre- 
tary Byrnes not only meets with 
general approval in Congress but 
almost unanimous approval by the 
people of the United States.” 

Similarly, Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, said he thought 
it much better for Byrnes to “come 
back from London without any 
agreement than with a paper vic- 
tory that sacrificed principles.” 

Senator Hayden (Dem.), Arizo-. 
na agreed and Senator LaFollett« 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, said he was in 
“entire sympathy” with Byrnes’s 
demand that “the peace we are 
going to ask the help of the world 
to maintain should not be written 
by three powers in secret.” 

Byrnes is likely to get some sug- 
gestions from committee members 
that they be given more informa- 
tion about foreign policy, not only 
as it concerns Europe but as it re- 
lates to Latin America.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
President Truman has asked Con- 
gress to appropriate $550,000,000 
immediately for the United Na- 
tions Relief and Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration to meet “acute need 
and privation” during the coming 
winter in Europe. 
In his request for the appropria- 
tion, made in a letter to House 
Speaker Sam Rayburn, the Presi- 
dent also said that more funds 
will be sought later, so UNRRA 
may “meet its new responsibilities 
and complete its programs.” 
The President recalled that this 
country pledged a contribution of 
$1,350,000,000 when UNRRA was 
set up by the Allied Nations last 
year. Congress already has given 
the agency $800,000,000, 
“The people of the liberateca 
countries who so galiantly resistea 
Axis oppression throughout the 
war now face a winter of acute 
need and privation,” Truman said 
in his letter to Rayburn. 
“They look to UNRRA for 
assistance. Unless UNRRA is en- 
abled to speed ample shipments 
of supplies to these war-stricken 
areas, widespread starvation ana 
disease will result. Our whole- 
hearted support will be a real con- 
tribution toward a stable and en- 
during peace.”

Spearheading the drive for the 
free press requirement is Repre- 
sentative Clarence Brown (Rep.), 
Ohio, a newspaper publisher. He 
told reporters he would offer, an 
amendment to accomplish his ob- 
jective when the legislation carry- 
ing the new funds reaches the 
House floor, probably in several 
weeks. 
Under Brown’s plan a finding as 
to which nations would be in- 
eligible for aid would be made by 
the head of UNRRA, now Her- 
bert H,. Lehmann of New York. 
Brown said he believes it essen- 
tial that a free press be guaran- 
teed in European countries “so we 
can know, from our own reporters, 
just what is going on and what 
our money is being spent for.” 
Funds Nearly Exhausted. 
Truman enclosed with his mes- 
sage a letter from Paul H. Apple- 
by, acting budget director, who 
said: 
“Present funds (for UNRRA) 
are nearly exhausted. 
“The remainder of the funds 
authorized by Congress is neces- 
sary at once, if UNRRA is to be 
able to continue to provide the 
supplies now available for pur- 
chase and urgently needed for 
the forthcorning winter. 
“Every effort will be made to 
draw to the greatest possible ex- 
tent upon the United States sur- 
plus stocks located abroad and 
in this country. 
“At this time, however, it is not 
possible to determine the extent 
of the surpluses which would be 
useful for UNRRA programs.” 
Meanwhile, it was announced 
that commercially canned food 
will be collected throughout the 
nation for donation to UNRRA 
for distribution in war devastated 
lands.

Arthur during this early period 
was social, plus the fact that I 
furnished his Philippine trainees 
with drill grounds and rifle ranges 
at Fort McKinley, the post I 
commanded. 
In my talks with MacArthur 
that winter of 1940-41 the ques- 
tion of war with Japan rarely 


arose. He had no information 
at that time to indicate the ap- 
proach of Japan’s attack, and I 
certainly had none. It was not 
until the spring of 1941 that I 
got the feeling in my bones that 
war was inevitable. 

Of course both of us had been 
schooled for years before that in 
the theoretical problem of fighting 
Japan, just as all graduates of the 
war college and the command and 
general staff schools are _ in- 
structed, 

We were thoroughly familiar 
with war plan orange, No, 3 (for 
WPO-3, as it was condensed). 


WPO-3, a variation of a plan 
about 20 years old, was this: In the 
event of a successful Japanese 
landing on the main island of 
Luzon the Philippine division and 
the Philippine Army, if unable to 
beat off the landings and subse- 
quent advances of the theoretical 
enemy, were to fight delaying ac- 
tions and withdrew into Bataan 
peninsula, The plan envisioned a 
six-month stand on Bataan, by 
which time aid from the United 
States would arrive. 

MacArthur and I agreed that it

The sparkle went out of Manila 
in the spring of 1941. War was 
coming and we all knew it. Maj. 
Gen. George Grunert, then com- 
mander of the, Philippines de- 
partment, began making de- 
termined efforts to pry more 
supplies out of Washington ‘and 
to bring my complement of 
Philippine scouts up to the full 
statutory strength of 12,000. 


Another sign of uneasiness 
came late in the winter when the 
War Department directed that the 
dependents of all military per- 
sonnel in the Philippines be evacu- 
ated. This followed on the heels 
of a similar order by the Navy. 

Like most of the other wives, 
Mrs. Wainwright did not want to 
go. Like most of the other hus- 
bands, I guess, I lied to her and 
told her it would be just a short 
separation; that the trouble would 
blow over soon and we would go 
on living again as people should 
live. 

She did not believe me any 
more than the other wives be- 
lieved what their men were tell- 
ing them. Nor did her mother, 
Mrs. D. E, Holley, who was,going 
‘home with her. But we all made 
a pretense at treating the matter 
as lightly as other discomforts of 
Army life are treated. There were 
farewell parties—despedidas — we 
called them in our uncertain 
Spanish—with much false enthu- 
siasm. I remember especially one 
big one for the ladies at the 
Army-Navy Club. 

But when the last ship, the 
Washington, pulled out from 
Manila on May 14, 1941, there 
were sudden tears along the rails 
of the ship and all of us on the 
dock, waving with frozen smiles, 
felt mighty bad. 

IT went to work then in what I 
guess was opposition to the 
philosophy of WPO-3. A defense 
must be active, damn it, not 
passive! It must involve counter- 
attacks. 

So during the last days of May, 
through June and most of July we 
worked at perfecting the offensive 
combat training of the Philippine 
Division. 

Around the end of July, 1941, 
Gen. Grunert sent word to me 
and to other senior officers in 
the Department to report to him 
the following Sunday morning at 
his headquarters in Manila, I 
drove down from nearby Fort Mc- 
Kinley that morning and found 
his headquarters filled with a lot 
of restless old friends: Gens. 
King, Moore, Holderness and 
‘others. 
| Gen. Grunert stood up after a 
‘bit, cleared his throat, and read 
from the paper in his hand. I 
still remember the approximate 
words: ,

“There were a lot of things I’d have 
liked to spend it on, but many of 
them you couldn’t get.

nation must not go and that the 
question of how long it takes to 
build up to it is definitely a mat- 
ter of secondary importance, 


British View on Ruhr. 


Many British feel deeply that 
they must have a stake 
Ruhr, historically the greatest con- 
centration of industrial power in 
Europe, and its rich environs for 
the following reason: 

The fear that without such a 
stake they will never be able to 
regain a position as a first-class 
power economically because of the 
terrific beating their industrial 
structure took and the foreign 
trade they lost during the war. 

Their immediate interest is their 
peacetime position, but they have 
another worry and that is that 
unless they recover their strength 
now they would be incapable of 
fighting another war should it 
come, 

It is startling to discover how 
many Britons in responsible posi- 
tions here feel that the eventual- 
ity of war with Russia must be 
prepared for. “You simply cannot 
predict what the Russians are 
going to do,” one army officer 
told me.

There are some contradictions 
here.

Will they be fired 
summarily or allowed to make the 
windowpanes needed to keep the 
Germans from catching pneu- 
monia? It would seem that win- 
dowpanes come first. 


The British have not gone soft 
toward the Nazis. There is prob- 
ably less fraternization here than 
in the American zone. Yet you 
get a distinct feeling that in the 
back of their minds the British 
are convinced that the economy 
of northwest Germany must be 
tied in with their own. 

Therefore, their attitude toward 
the Germans is something like 
this: We'll be tough, but not too 
tough, after emphasizing their 
'past mistakes, because we want to 
‘use them, and want them to work 
'co-operatively with us in future.

One fact about wartime wage earn- 
in ys is apparently not generally under- 
stood. A wartime pay check is in the 
mature of an I.0.U., to be paid largely 
in products which can be made only 
when peacetime production is fully re- 
sumed. Whether these 1.0.U.s are held 
in a savings account or converted into 
war bonds, as patriotism demands, they 
vemain a cal] on future production. 

How many or what quality suits, 
shoes or nylons these 1.0.U.s will ulti- 
mately obtain for their owners depends 
on costs in the reconversion period and 
in the period of peacetime production 
which will follow. Costs are made up 
principally of wage payments. It fol- 
lows inexorably, then, that the higher 
the new peacetime wage scales, the 
higher all costs will be and the less 
each war worker will actually receive 
for his saved 1.0.U.s in radios, refriger- 
ators or overcoats. 

Certainly, our tax authorities can 
have no objection to the paying off of 
war workers with less peacetime prod- 
ucts as a result of the new high costs. 
But what about the 11,000,000 returning 
veterans who have sent home to moth- 
er or wife money earned in blood and 
sweat and who expected to furnish that 
new home or to establish that new 
business with their savings? Higher 
peacetime costs brought about by high- 
er and higher wages will literally steal 
from these men and women the fruits 
ef their victory.

Missouri Valley Catechism 


If a committee of the Missouri Legislature 
tours the Missouri Valley to study its develop- 
ment needs at first hand, as the Senate has 
voted, it will find the materials for an enthrall- 
ing course of study. But it will have to cut 
through a maze of things that are transitory and 
superficial before it begins to get down to the 
eternal, challenging needs of this one-seventh of 
a nation. 

Inasmuch as many persons will attempt to 
consume the committee’s time with the second- 
ary or the insignificant, we venture to suggest 
some questions which go to the heart of the 
valley’s needs: | 

1, How has the lack of a single co-ordinating 
organization for the Missouri Valley held the 
region back in the gathering and use of infor- 
mation about itself, in the keeping of records 
and in the prosecution of research? 

2. Has water been conserved or has it been 
wasted as a consequence of the fact that there 
is no single agency which is responsible in a 
field covering the whole complex of water— 
water in the streams, water in snow in the 
Rockies and the High Plains, water on the hill- 
sides, water underground? 

3. What has been the effect on the region of 
the Federal and state policies of treating in- 
separable natural resources separately—water, 
soil, trees, farm crops, minerals? 

4. Can the Army Engineers and the Reclama- 
tion Bureau, which propose to join together as 
a patchwork substitute for MVA, be expected to 
provide the single co-ordinating organization the 
Missouri Valley requires for its optimum de- 
velopment? 

5. Are these two agencies well prepared to 
work together? Do the acts of Congress under 
which. they operate permit each to give appro- 
priate emphasis to all the needs of the valley, 
or require each agency to over-value certain 
needs that are in its legal bailiwick and under- 
estimate or ignore all others? Do the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau trust 
each other, and has their record been one of 
eager co-operation or of distrustful insistence 
on working separately? 

6. Why have the Reclamation Bureau and the 
Army Engineers first opposed various projects 
in each other’s plans as unnecessary’ and waste- 
ful, and later, when MVA was proposed, em- 
braced virtually all of each other’s programs? 
Are engineering facts one thing today and the 
opposite tomorrow, or have these agencies sub- 
ordinated engineering facts to political expedi- 
ency—would they rather agree to doing it wrong 
than allow anyone else to do it? 

7. How well does the Army Engineers’ record 
support the claim that they can take an over- 
all view of the valley? How well have they 
done, for example, in over-all development of 
flood tontrol and navigation? How much money 
have they spent on each—and how fully have 
floods in the. Missouri River system been brought 
under control, how much has navigation done 
for the people of the Missouri Valley? 

8. How valid is the Reclamation Bureau’s 
claim that it and it alone knows anything about 
irrigation? How good a job has it done? What 
are its successes and its failures? Is the bureau 
truly repentant of its historic policy of merely 
turning the water onto the land and doing little 
to make irrigation farming a success—or will 
the seething internal politics which is now rip- 


_ ping the bureau wide open force it back to the 


don’t-care method which has made such a mess 
of so many irrigation projects? 

A Missouri legislative travel-and-study com- 
mission that could and would dig out the an- 
swers to these questions and present them to 
the Missouri Valley public would perform a dis- 
tinguished service, On the basis of the answers, 
any citizen could go far toward making up his 
own mind whether he favored Army Engineer- 
Reclamation Bureau development or MVA de- 
velopment. 

And that would be a considerable improve- 
ment on the method which anti-MVA politicians 
are presently disposed to—of taking the citizen 
by the scruff of the neck and, without knowing 
anything in particular about the facts, telling 
him in a loud voice what he ought to think.

Poetically Perfect 


Nothing could have been more perfect, from 
a poetic point of view, than the Senate’s two- 
day quibble over how to handle legislation with 
regard to the atomic bomb. Some members think 
the subject should be handled by the Military 
Affairs Committee, while others favor a joint 
House-Senate committee. The quibble has not 
yet been resolved. : 

The incident highlights the desperate need 
for a thoroughgoing revision of congressional 
procedure, discussed by Henry F. Pringle in the 
Mirror of Public Opinion today. While Senator 
Barkley, the majority leader, described the sit- 
uation as a “parliamentary vacuum,” Senator Lu- 
cas of Illinois said the Senate should scrap its 
rules if necessary, adding: 


We are fooling around with horse-and- 
buggy rules while the world is threatened 
with destruction by atomic energy. 


To the same point was the remark of Senator 
LaFollette, who is chairman of a joint commit- 
tee to modernize congressional procedure: 


This just emphasizes the fact that our pres- 
ent committee system is obsolete and shot 
through with conflicting jurisdiction. 


In our standing editorial on the subject, we 
say that Congress is an oxcart in the Age of the 
Atom. Its procedure has not been changed to 
any great degree since 1893, more than a half- 
century ago, though congressional burdens have 
increased enormously. And now it is.the ques- 
tion of the atomic bomb which, in Senator Bark- 
ley’s phrase, “‘floats around in mid-air” while the 
Senate debates where it should be considered. 

Under the circumstances, Senator Morse’s 
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comment that “it’s perfectly silly” is an under- 
statement. If anything could give impetus to 
action on the vital matter of reform of con- 
gressional procedure, it is this drama-laden im- 
passe. 


State Shinto Is Doomed 

Inthe decision to abolish Japan’s institution 
of State Shinto, just announced by State Depart- 
ment spokesmen, United States policy is moving 
toward smashing the heart and soul of Japan’s 
aggression, imperialism and fanaticism, If the 
policy is carried on to its logical conclusion, it 
will mean abolition of the God-Emperor institu- 
tion, for the power of the Mikados has rested 
entirely on the doctrines thrust upon the peo- 
ple by State Shinto. 

The decision by no means interferes with free- 
dom of worship, to which the Allies are com- 
mitted. Sectarian Shinto is a genuine religion 
of ancient origin, based on nature worship and 
high ethical concepts. Its devotees, under the 
new policy, will remain free to practice their 
faith. State Shinto, on the*gther hand, is not 
a true religion at all; it is @ cooked-up set of 
doctrines, invented some 75 years ago by am- 
bitious men who wanted a device for controlling 
and unifying the Japanese people behind a mili- 
tarist clique, with vast ambitions for conquest. 

All the evils against which this war was fought 
are wrapped up in the phony teachings of State 
Shinto, which were driven into pliable Jap minds 
by a powerful propaganda drive that outdid any- 
thing Dr. Goebbels ever attempted. The people 
were told they were of divine origin, superior to 
all other nations and destined to rule the world. 
They were sold the idea of the Emperor’s dual 
role as God in Heaven and absolute ruler on 
earth. Any sacrifice demanded in his name, any 
oppression inflicted on the people under the 
imperial seal, was accepted without a murmur. 
To die for this deity meant a sure place in 
Heaven, so soldiers became suicidal fanatics. 
More than one Jap prisoner arrogantly told his 
captors: “We know we will win because we are 
gods.” 

State Shinto is henceforth to receive no gov- 
ernmental support, and no money from taxes. It 
will no longer be taught in the schools, or en- 
forced by official decree. Undoubtedly, this will 
mean that its thousands of propagandist-priests 
will return to religious teaching or to lay status, 
and it will mean the closing of the nationalistic 
shrines, or their conversion to genuine religion. 

The broadcast which announced the policy 
was definite about the ending of State Shinto, 
but one of the speakers showed a weakening on 
following through when he said that “the Japa- 
nese can keep the institution of the Emperor if 


they want it, but it will have to be radiéally 


modified.”” The Emperor is the chief symbol 
of State Shinto, and so of Jap war-making. Un- 
less he, too, is removed, the job of leading Japan 
into the ways of peace will be incomplete. 
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Invitation to Lynch Law 
That episode at Lueneburg, Germany—where 
a crowd of infuriated Poles tried to lynch a for- 
mer prison camp official who was helping in the 
reburial of 243 murdered slave laborers—is an 
ominous sign of possible things to come. | 
If the Allied courts don’t get started soon with 
the trials of war criminals, large and small, 
others of their intended victims, or relatives 
of actual victims, are likely to decide that jus- 
tice will not be done unless they take the law 
into their own hands. We want orderly trials, 
complete testimony against the killers, full legal 
procedure. We do not want mob law. However, 
violence is*being invited every day that the 
postponements, delays and indecision drag on. 
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You Can Go Home Again 

Harry Truman’s coming back to Caruthers- 
ville, Mo, (pop. 6612) and there delivering a 
speech at the Pemiscot County Fair, which he 
has made it a habit of long standing to attend, 
reminds us of no other American President so 
much as of Harry Truman. 

Franklin Roosevelt, for instance, could return 
to Hyde Park, as the grand seigneur. Calvin Cool- 
idge, at another extreme, could go back to Ver- 
mont as a painfully self-conscious Down-Easter. 
But when President Truman comes home to Mis- 
souri, he fits into the landscape as well as if 
he had never been away. 

Whether speaking from the platform from 
which he spoke as a candidate for Senator in 
1938, or autographing a toy bear for Patricia 
Shade at his breakfast table, or walking down the 
small-town street, the President belongs there. 

Harry Truman, it occurs to us, is something 
more than a small-town boy who became big 
enough to be President. He is a President who 
was big enough, despite the honors of office and 
the cares of state, to be a genuine, bona fide, all- 
wool-and-a-yard-widg small-town boy. 
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It appears that what the Foreign Ministers 
were most foreign to was each other. 
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Fair Rules for Falzone 

Attorneys for State Senator Falzone of Clay- 
ton, who is charged with soliciting a bribe, make 
a very unpersuasive move in seeking to establish 
rules of procedure which would let them choose 
how much of the facts could be brought out. 

The defense maneuver is for the Senate to 
proceed under criminal rather than civil rules 
in hearing the charges against its member. Un- 
der the criminal rules, the Senate’s attorneys 
could interrogate Senator Falzone only about 
matters on which his attorneys had questioned 
him, and could not question him at all if the 
defense chose not to put him on the stand. 

Mark Eagleton and W. Edwin Moser of St. 
Louis are very properly insisting on civil rules. 
The defense counsel, Charles E. Rendlen of Han- 
nibal and Waldo Edwards of Macon, do not in- 
spire confidence by attempting to hobble the 
inquiry with a technicality. If they would make 
use of such a device at all to defeat the ends 
of justice, couldn’t they be depended on to use 
it for all it was worth? 
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The New York Herald Tribune says Pearl 
Harbor, though a catastrophe, was “one of the 
greatest blessings in disguise that ever overtook 
this country.” Well, the disguise sure had us 
fooled. 
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Can Congress Save Itself? 


The Mirror

Reorganization issue is as grave as any in history of national legis- 
lature, writer says; body is “understaffed, underpaid, overworked,” 
and overshadowed by executive branch; if Congress will modernize 
archaic machinery, it will bolster functioning of our democracy.

The Seventy-ninth Congress faces an is- 
sue as grave as any in the history of the 
Federal Legislature. The issue is whether 
Congress can modernize its archaic machin- 
ery and thereby regain its historical posi- 
tion of power without which the democratic 
process will fail. 


A handful of men in the House and the 
Senate have long been aware of the impend- 
ing catastrophe, Together with private cit- 
izens, they have been working for years to 
prevent it. Their efforts have culminated 
in the Joint Committee on the Organization 
of Congress. 


What happens to its recommendations 
will be the test. The worn-out rules, the 
intrenched privileges, the petty jealousies 
and the hollow traditions of the supposed- 
ly co-ordinate legislative branch of the Gov- 
ernment may combine to defeat all suggest- 
ed changes. 


Half-Century Behind Times 


Congress, burdened with enormous prob- 
lems, first of ‘the depression and then war, 
is understaffed, underpaid and overworked. 
It has been ridiculed by the public and 
kicked around by the executive depart- 
ments, Its machinery, largely fashioned in 
1890, is 50 years out of date. 


Congress has largely abdicated its legis- 
lative as well as its supervisory duties. Bills 
are drafted in the White House or some 
agency, instead of by the lawmakers of 
Capitol Hill, and are enacted under execu- 
tive pressure. 


Congress is so afraid of public opinion 
that salaries of $3000 and less are paid for 
work for which the executive agencies give 
$8000 without hesitation. Congress spends 
roughly $16,000,000 on itself each year, about 
what the Department of Agriculture uses 
for travel alone. 


. Congress is still a horse-and-buggy rem- 
nant in an age of automobiles, airplanes 
and atomic bombs. The peril grows that 
this frustrated collection of overworked 
legislators may become permanently, as 
Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming has 
warned, “merely a timid and formal ap- 
pendix to bureaucracy.” 


A Program of Action 


Opinions differ, in and out of Congress, 
on how to prevent this. Nearly everybody 
agrees that the reforms will come step by 
step, and not through sweeping changes. 
The consensus would appear to be that Con- 
gress cannot serve the nation adequately 
until the following things have been done: 


‘1. Reorganize the committee structure of 
Congress. 

2. Lift from the shoulders of members 
most of their non-legislative duties. 


3. Improve liaison between the two houses, 
and between Congress and the executive 
branch, 

4. Increase salaries or expense allowances 
of members. 

5. Provide members and committees with 
adequate research staffs. 

6. Evolve some substitute for the senior- 
ity system of selecting committee chairmen. 


An effective Congress is utterly impossi- 
ble without drastic reorganization of its 
committees, The present clutter is sense- 
less, overlapping and confusing. Few Con- 
gressmen even know how many exist. 


Congressmen cannot possibly attend all 


the meetings. Unable to familiarize them- 
selves with the subjects under discussion, 
committee members vote by proxy along 
party lines, It is common for them to 
hurry from committee room to committee 
room, distributing proxies, and then at- 
tend the hearing which they regard as the 
most important, 


The committee system, having evolved 
with the years, has no relation to the 
branches of the executive, It has virtually 
no relation to anything. The House has 
three committees on pensions. It apparent- 
ly operates on the theory that a flood never 
has any relation to a river; the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee and the Flood Control 
Committee work separately. 


Evils of “Senility” System 


It won’t be so easy to abolish the senior- 
ity, often called the “senility,” system. 
Advancement by seniority alone keeps men 
too old for their jobs in committee posts 
on which the operation of Congress de- 
pends, It blocks the progress of younger, 
more able Congressmen, 


Certainly amended rules should strip 
from committee chairmen some of their ar- 
bitrary powers. Today they can block leg- 
islation at will, As Congressman Herter 
has pointed out, a one-third minority in a 
committee should be sufficient to place 
legislation _before the House. 


Congress will doubtless agree that more 
adequate research and technical help should 
be supplied both to the members and to 
their committees, The added cost is utter- 
ly insignificant. A mere $83,000 is now paid 
in both houses for lawyers to help draft 
legislation. The Department of Agriculture 
alone spends $1,600,000 for its legal staff. 


Warning by Medical Officer 


None of these reforms will help very 
much, however, unless Congress divests it- 
self of unessential business. One is gov- 
erning the District of Columbia. A com- 
mittee in each house—the great Bilbo is 
chairman on the Senate side—must pass on 
the most trivial subjects. Last spring, the 
profound question of an eight-foot increase 
in the height of a hospital had to be 
thrashed out while such matters as post- 
war conversion were shelved. 


The alternative to change in the organiza- 
tion of Congress is chaos, In their own in- 
terest alone, the members should act swiftly 
to cut down unnecessary burdens. Senator 
Maloney served on 23 committees. In press- 
ing for the resolution which created the 
Joint Committee, the Senator last Decem- 
ber described the overwhelming burden he 
was carrying. Seven weeks later he died 
of a heart attack. 


During the committee’s hearings, Dr. 
George W. Calver, medical officer of the 
Capitol, warned that the congressional pace 
must be slowed down. He made it clear 
that additional heart attacks and nervous 
breakdowns would surely come unless mem- 
bers watched their health more carefully. 
Perhaps the doctor has frightened the boys 
into taking some action this fall or winter.

Testimony on Poland s W oes 
By Two American Witnesses 


“Call Us te Witness,"" by Hania and Gaither War- 
field, (Ziff-Davis Publishing Co., New York.) 
This book is an account of the experi- 

ences of the head of the Methodist church 
in Poland, an American, and his Polish- 
born wife, from the German invasion until 
they were returned to America in June, 
1942, as exchange prisoners. It is well writ- 
ten and important both as a document on 
the brutal attempt to destroy a nation and 
as a revelation that the modern liberal 
minister is more a social worker than he 
is a pastor. 

A device which gives dramatic, almost 
courtroom, tension to the account is that 
husband and wife give their evidence in 
alternating chapters throughout the book. 

Gaither retreated with the Poles and 
spent some time as a Russian prisoner be- 
fore returning to Poland, where in the first 
years of the war he was able to move 
about the country as a neutral. After Ger- 
many declared war on the United States, 
he acted as head of the American colony 
which was imprisoned in the infamous 
Warsaw ghetto. 

Hania, protected by her husband's citi- 
zenship, was able to move about to report 
the German occupation with a freedom de- 
nied her compatriots. Both are excellent 
witnesses; they describe what they did and 
saw with a minimum of comment and in- 
terpretation. 

However, the minimum of interpretation 
shows a distinctly anti-Russian bias. Gaith- 
er, who always shows a nice concern for 
his physical comforts, is much offended by 
the primitive hygienic conditions of the 
Russian concentration camps for captured 
Poles. A bias against the Swiss is based 
on more solid grounds. Indifference, cal- 
lousness and inefficiency, he charges, 
marked their handling of the exchange of 
American prisoners.

New Novel by Sinclair Lewis 
“Cass Timberiane,”’ by Sinclair Lewis. (Random 

House, New York.) 

There is much deploring of Sinclair 
Lewis’s decline from his Nobel Prize 
heights, but few will deny that his style re- 
mains as brilliant as when it first made 
him outstanding among American novel- 
ists. It is delightful as ever in this, his 
nineteenth novel. The old sparkle is there, 
and so are the irony, the wisecrack, the 
crisp description, the exaggeration, the 
devastating phrase to deflate a Babbitt. 

“Cass Timberlane,” however, is an in- 
stance where the whole is less than the 
sum of its parts. Phrases and paragraphs 
and individual episodes are a joy to read, 
but the story itself is ordinary and thin. 
Presented as a novel of marriage, it' records 
the alternately sunny and stormy matri- 
monial history of Judge Timberlane and his 
young wife, Jinny. The setting is an 
imaginary Minnesota city called Grand Re- 
public, and Lewis is at his best in depicting 
the stuffy upper-middle-class milieu in 
which his characters move, not unlike the 
social circle of his earlier Zenith. 

There are other reminiscences of previ- 
ous Lewis novels. Judge Timberlane is a 
suaver Martin Arrowsmith, a less sedate 
Sam Dodsworth. Jinny is a flightier Carol 
Kennicott, promenading on a far more ele- 
gant Main Street than that of Gopher 
Prairie. Lewis lampoons his chief charac- 
ters, as usual, but at the finish treats them 
affectionately, even tenderly. Yet the book's 
serious moments are far overshadowed by 
such episodes as the galloping satirical 
account of Cass and Jinny’s first trip to 
New York, a vignette suitable for the Sin- 
clair Lewis Treasury which some astute 
publisher is pretty .sure to issue some day.

The Lost Peace 


HILE industry after industry is struck in the United States 
and cries for more rapid demobilization descend upon the peo- 
ple’s representatives, and the tax structure is overhauled, and 
America prepares to enter peace as sensationally as she went to war, 
eyes have been diverted from London, where a first-class tragedy has 


taken place. 


The peace negotiations 
broken down. There is no peace. 


We have been counting our chick- 


ens before they were hatched. The 
eggs that were to produce the 
great new age of peace are sterile. 
The situation is just as bad as it 
can be. 

Truth is, it was bad at Casa- 
blanca, at Moscow, at Yalta, at 
San Francisco—and at Potsdam 
it was worst of all. We put the 
mest favorable interpretation on 
things; we trusted our leaders; we 
hoped for the best—once our ene- 
mies were unconditionally surren- 
dered. But in sober moments, 
studying the documents that is- 
sued from these various meetings, 
we could not hide our doubts and 
fears. 


Was It Hooey? 


What was to be the fate of 
small nations in the Big Three— 
or Big Five—world? What was a 
small nation? France? Was she 
really one of the “bigs”—or was 
her inclusion all hooey? If the 
smal] nations disappeared, as 
power factors, along with Ger- 
many and Japan, what would 
move into the vacuum thus creat- 
ed? The Big Three? And when, 
in history, had great powers re- 
strained themselves, each in the 
interest of the other? 

Where—we asked ourselves— 
was that ancient figure, her eyes 
bandaged against prejudice, hold- 
ing the scale? Where were the 
people, the “common men” whose 
peace and whose century this, we 
were told, was to be? The small 
nations, plus the enemy peoples in 
Europe alone, composed popula- 
tions totaling those of the Unit- 
ed States and Soviet Union com- 
bined!

Was not 
Dumbarton Oaks a fraud from 
the beginning—from the moment 
it was accepted that the strong 
should enjoy privileges denied the 
weak, and exempted from restric- 
tions that the small countries 
must assume?

Let’s Start Over. 


If we are to survive the coming 
generation, we must really organ- | 
ize internationally, which means.

NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (AP)—Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower said last 
night that “to reduce privation in 
the world, prosperous. nations 
must be ready to guide their own 
economies that those less for- 
tunate can also live.” 

“No principal section of the 
earth should become so habitual- 
ly impoverished,that no catastro- 
phe—even war—could represent a 
worsening of their situation,” said 
the General from his Europe head- 
quarters in a speech transcribed 
for broadcast to the anniversary 
dinner here of Freedom House. 
Eisenhower received the organiza- 
tion’s annual “Freedom Award.” 

“Everybody, everywhere,” he 


‘said, “must come to feel that he 


has something to risk, something 
to lose, in a resort to war. If 
realization of this purpose requires 
from prosperous nations some re- 
duction in expected profit — the 
cost can scarcely be so great as 
that imposed by international un- 
rest and a threat to conflict, Cer. 
tainly it will be far less than war 
itself.” 

Eisenhower said it was “in our 
own selfish interest, regardless of 
higher motives” to be strong na- 
tionally and “work with others 
in increasing prosperity of those 
that are denied even the neces- 
saries of life.” 

He added: 

“Americans need not be fearful 
of every other form of govern- 
ment; even we know that, for us, 
our own is the best. But we can- 
not dismiss from our anxieties any 
instance where an individual, ris- 
ing to power, begins to pursue 
the age-old methods of the tyrant 
to lead his people into the vicious 
doctrine that whatever they may 
seize and hold is rightfully their 
own.”

OMATO aspic is about ag basic 

in salads as a good black dress 

is in one’s wardrobe. There is 
no end to the variations and elabo- 
rations it will take. Cottage cheese, 
chopped vegetables, sliced ripe 
olives, slices of avocado, diced 
meats or whole shrimp are all 
good incorporated in the aspic or 
served with it. When incorporat- 
ing your other foods into the aspic, 
it is a good idea to make the mold 
in jayers and in a square or rec- 
tangle and serve it in attractive 
slices or squares. When serving 
your other foods with the aspic 
you might make it in a ring form 
and fill the center with cottage 
cheese or other salad of harmoni- 
ous flavor. With cooked, chilled 
vegetables arranged around it on 
the platter, this might be the basis 
of a buffet supper. 

Tomato Aspic. 


One and one-half teaspoons un- 
flavored gelatin. One-third cup 
cold water. Two and one-half cups 
tomato juice. One-half teaspoon 
sugar. One-fourth teaspoon salt. 
One-half cup salad dressing. 

Soften gelatin in cold water for 
five minutes. Heat tomato juice 
and add gelatin, sugar and salt. 
Remove from heat and stir until 
dissolved. Add salad dressing and 
beat slightly to mix. Pour into a 
four-cup mold that has been 
rinsed in cold water. Chill in re- 
frigerator until set. Unmold. 
Serve chilled on a bed of lettuce.

Breakfast — Stewed prunes, 
French toast with jelly, pan- 
broiled bacon. 

Luncheon—Creamed peas and 
carrots, tomato aspic on lettuce, 
bread and butter sandwiches, fresh 
pears. 

Dinner — Braised pork chops, 
mashed potatoes, Brussel sprouts 
with Hollandaise sauce, celery 
curls, India relish, muffins, angel- 
food cake. 

India Relish. 


India relish is an easy condiment 
to make and one that is nice to 
have on hand to serve with meat 
or fish, or to mix with dressings 
for salad or sandwiches. Wash 
two pounds of tomatoes that have 
just begun to ripen, remove cores 
and any blemishes and quarter. 
“Wash two pounds cucumbers that 
are 5-6 inches long and about 1% 
inch in diameter, cut a slice off 
stem end and cut in quarters. Put 
through a food chopper separately, 
using a coarse knife. Place in an 
enamelware or giass bowl. Stir 
in one tablespoon of salt, cover 
and let stand 34 hours. Turn 
these vegetables into a colander 
and press and squeeze out the 
liquid using medium pressure. Dis- 
card the juice. Put the squeezed- 
out vegetables into an enamelware 
or glass saucepan, Grind two cups 
finely cut cabbage, grind and 
measure one cup onion, and one 
cup sweet red pepper. Add these 
to the tomatoes and cucumbers. 
Now add two teaspoons salt, one 
hot red pepper (ground without 
seeds), one-fourth teaspoon cloves, 
two cups cider vinegar, one-fourth 
teaspoon mace, one-half teaspoon 
turmeric, two tablespoons white 
mustard seed, one and one-fourth 
cups light brown sugar (packed 
firmly), and one-haif teaspoon dill 
seed. Heat just to boiling point, 
then simmer 10-15 minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. Pack into hot 
sterile containers. Seal, cool, then 
store. Makes three and one-half 
pints.

Shrimp Pie 

Up in Maine they make a 
shrimp pie that gives the southern 
shrimp concoctions a real run for 
their money. 

You may use raw shrimp and 
boil them yourself or buy the ones 
already cooked. Be sure to remove 
the black intestinal line running 
down their backs. 

Chop three opions fine and 
saute them in a couple of table- 
spoons of butter until brown. Stir 
in a pint of stewed or canned to- 
matoes, 2 tablespoons of flour and 
a pound and a half of cooked 
shrimps. Let all this cook for 
three or four minutes, Line a pie 
plate with pastry and arrange six 
or eight small boiled onions 
around the sides. Pour in the 
shrimp mixture and put some 
sliced, stuffed olives and sliced 
hard-cooked eggs on top. Season 
with salt and pepper, cover with 
a top crust and bake for three- 
quarters of an hour in a moderate 
oven,

Common-Sense Medicine 


ED-WETTING is a very com- 

mon complaint in children and 

the treatment has always pre- 
sented a most annoying problem. 
It requires patience on the part of 
the parents and physician. The 
most important requisite is to 
eliminate any congenita] abnor- 
mality in the child. Fortunately 
the pathologic or organic type of 
bed-wetting is in a minority, but 
does occur and demands detailed 
study with the instruments of di- 
agnostic precision in conjunction 
with X-ray, kidney functional 
tests, etc. 

Diagnostic procedures to elimi- 
nate organic pathologic conditions 
include careful study of urine with 
regard to infection, estimation of 
bladder capacity, especially as to 
its ability to empty completely, in- 
strumental study, inspection of 
the urethra and bladder, X-ray 
when indicated and other highly 
specialized studies if deemed nec- 
essary. This type of examination 
is indicated if the child fails to 
respond to a reasonable period of 
treatment or if the symptoms are 
highly suggestive when first ex- 
amined. The percentage of func- 
tional bed-wetting is so prepon- 
derant I only recommend the spe- 
cialized or detailed study when 
conservative measures have failed. 

In the absence of organic disease 
enuresis is based entirely on an 
imbalance of nerve control. .Spe- 
cific drug therapy designed to in- 
fluence the nerve contro! of the 
bladder is included in most of the 
therapeutic measures alone or in 


combination with child psychology 
and sometimes local treatment to 
urethra and bladder. 


‘ There are a multiplicity of meth- 

ods suggested for its correction 
with a lack of a single outstand- 
ing specific remedy. What may 
improve or cure one, in one in- 
stance, may fail in another. Then 
again a combination of the vari- 
ous accepted therapeutic meas- 
ures may prove effective. Time is 
apparently a big factor in some 
cases and has surprisingly little 
influence in others. Some cases 
disappear spontaneously without 
treatment. 

A child old enough to under- 
stand should be taught to develop 
the muscle controlling {he act of 
urination by stopping and starting 
the stream every time the bladder 
is evacuated. When one appreci- 
ates the many therapeutic meas- 
ures that are available, used 
alone or in combination, and not 
one that is specific, it is no won- 
der then that patience is a real 
virtue in dealing with this type of 
case. Medical supervision is es- 
sential unless you assume spon- 
taneous relief is in the offing and 
it does happen, believe it or not. 
As previously stated, a very high 
percentage is functional and if or- 
ganic pathologic conditions are 
reasonably excluded, bed-wetting 
is mostly free of serious worry as 
regards health, but will try the 
patience of an argel.

“Bean Hole Beans" 

Up in Connecticut they have a 
way of cooking beans that is in- 
teresting, and especially good for 
campers to know about. They call 
them “bean hole beans,” and they 
have the great advantage of be- 


ing able to cook quietly by them- 
selves overnight or all day, with 


/no one having to pay the slight- 


est attention to them. 

A couple of quarts of dry beans 
are put into a big iron pot, cov- 
ered with water, and boiled for 
five minutes over a hot fire, be- 
ing stirred constantly. Then they 
are taken off the fire, a couple of 
pounds of salt pork, a cup of mo- 


lasses, a teaspoon of mustard, and 
a good shake of salt are added. 
These must be well mixed into 
the beans. In the meantime, in 
a good deep hole dug in the 
ground, a brisk hardwood fire has 
been burning merrily away under 
an iron cover. When the coals 
and the beans are ready, the cover 
is taken off, half the coals are 
removed with a shovel, and the 
iron pot with the beans is set 
down into the hole. The cover is 
put on the pot, and the rest of 
the crals are heaped on top. Over 
the coals goes the gravel or stones 
raked from the hole—and the 
beans are forgotten for the rest 
of the night or day, until meal- 
time comes around again.

Stuffed Cabbage 


One head cabbage, one and one- 
half cups leftover lamb or other 
cooked meat, minced, two onions 
chopped, one cup uncooked rice, 
Salt and pepper, four tomatoes, 
sliced; one-half cup water, meat 
stock.

HERE are many situations 
Tina constitute natural traps 

for players of average skill 
Today's deal illustrates one of 
these. 

North, dealer. 

Neither side vulnerable. 


The bidding: 
North East 
2 no-trump Pass 
4 no-trump Pass 
Pass Pass 

North was correct in giving up 
his 150 aces to let South play at 
a sex spade contract. Six no- 
trump would have been impos- 
sible against reasonably sound de- 
fense,, whereas six spades should 
have presented little difficulty. 


If West had happened to open 
a heart South would have been 
put to a guess—which way to 
finesse for the diamond king so 
as to get rid of r heart—but West 
made no such second-sighted lead, 
and on his actual selection of @ 
trump, declarer had clear sailing 
—or rather, he should have had. 
Trumps dropped in two leads; 
then declarer cashed the diamond 
ace and led the queen through 
East. When the latter failed to 
come up with the king (not un- 
naturally), South discarded a 
heart. West won, and though the 
diamond jack was now good for 
a club discard, that was worth 
precisely nothing to the declarer. 
He still had to concede a club 
trick—and his contract. 

South’s method of diamond 
leading was quite all right—it was 
just a guess as to where the 
king lay—but his discard on the 
diamond queen, which he passed, 
was 100 per cent wrong! Whether 
the queen won or lost, the right 
discard was a club, Suppose it 
lost. Then West’s heart return 
would be taken by the ace, an- 
other club would go off on the 
diamond jack, and declarer would 
cash the king and ace of clubs. 
Now a club ruff would set up 
dummy’s fourth club for the 
heart discard. 

The “natural trap” lay in the 
fact that South couldn’t see the 
value of discarding from his 
four-card suit.
